The examina- 
tidn is the same aa that for the third grade 
certificate, with the addition of the His- 
tory of the United States, Book Keeping, 
and Theory and Practice of Teaching. 
The license continues in force for two 
years from date. 


Candidates for the first grade county cer- 


tificate are to be not less than cightecn | 


years old, with an experience in teaching 
of vot leas than two years. The examina- 
tion is the same as that fur the second 
grade certificate, with’ the addition of 
Physiology, Natural Philosophy, English 
Composition, Alyebra, the Comatitntion of 
the United States, and the &ehool Law of 
New Jersey. The license remains in force 
for three years from date. 

The Boarde of Examinera meet four 
times each year, viz, on the jast Friday or 
Saturday of February, May, August an: 
November. Private cxaminations are al. 
lowed; but the objections to them are so 
great that they are seldom granted.
